PRODUCTION STIMULUS 

“The 1943 program of the Cana- 
dian farmer is already drafted and 
has been planned in the light of 
evisting conditions,” a departmental 
“It is in 
respect to the planning of the pro- 
gram for 1944 that subsidies will 
become mainly important as a 
stimulus to wanted production.” 


“Subsidies,” a spokesman of the 
department stated,” will probably 
be granted not merely on applica- 
tion from producer interests, but 
also on the initiative of the de- 
partment itself with a view to | 
carrying out the government's 
war food program.” 

It was further stated that the re- 
cent Washington conference of Ca- 
nadian and United States agricul 
tural officials had succeeded in 
fully integrating the 1943 food pro-| 
gram of both nations, without any 
serious modification of the produc 
tion schedules which the Canadian 
department has issued as a result 
of the Dominion-Provincial agricul- 
tural conference of last December

Fighting for Room 


General Rommel seems inclined to push 
his tank spearhead through the Allied 
positions and across the Algerian border, 
if it can get that far. With the 8th army 
closing in on his front, this side-excursion 
has already carried his tanks a long way 
from the main battle-field. Rommel would 
hardly engage in so adventurous a move if 
he intended to make a last-ditch stand at 
the Mareth line. The push to the west 
looks like an attempt to widen the Axis 
belt in central Tunisia in preparation for 
a retreat from Mareth and a fusion with 
Arnim’s forces. 

Whatever his plans, the thrust through 
Faid Pass and Kasserine Pass has un- 
doubtedly improved the enemy position, 
though at the cost of losses which may bal- 
ance those of the Allies. That it has de- 
layed the final ejection of the Axis from 
Tunisia, and thus gained time for the for- 
tifying operations along the north coast of 
the Mediterranean, seems clear. But it has 
not changed the situation in a basic way. 

Rommel and Arnim are still hedged in 
by superior forces, whose striking power 
has been held up by distance in the south 
and bad weather in the north. Montgom- 
ery’s army is now getting to grips, while 
the rains which prevented Allied armored 
forces being sent south to support the 
centre also set northern bounds to the area 
in which the Rommel] tanks can operate 
These so far have not done more than head 
and bolster offensive defence actions. The 
farther afield they wander, the greater the 
risk that they may be trapped and wiped 
out.

So far as official attitudes are co:

is there any reason to suppose the public 
in Allied countries are falling for the “sus- 
pect Russia” campaign. 

Capt. Lyttleton, Britain's minister of 
production, gave some figures which show 
why the enemy talkers and writers are 80 
anxious to create cleavage between the 
Democracies and the Soviet. Between Oc- 
tober, 1941, and December, 1942, the Un- 
ited States and Britain sent Russia 6,200 
tanks, 6,600 aircraft, 85,000 trucks, 70,- 
000,000 rounds of small arms ammunition, 
50,000 tons of rubber, 831,000 tons of 
machine tools, metals, etc. 

Incidentally, 1,200 of those tanks were 
built in Canada, and $50,000,000 worth of 
other supplies went to Russia from this 
Dominion. 

There is no room for wonder that Herr 
Goebbels and his associates are working 
overtime to break the combination of Rus- 
sian manpower and the productive capac- 
ity of the other Allies. From the Axis 
standpoint that is a bad team. How bad 
the news from the Russian front is tell- 
ing in the despatches day after day, with 
delightful regularity and cumulative sig- 
nificance. 

Hitler's one chance to e&cape destruc- 
tion is to split the United Nations. For- 
tunately there are no signs that his propa- 
ganda men are any more successful in 
this direction than the Fuehrer limself 
was as generalissimo of the Nazi armies.
